Three of the best papers of the 
year were presented to the Browning 
Club Tuesday night by the 
Depart­ 
ment of Household Economics. Mrs. 
Marie Persfnger, Chairman. 
The first paper took the form of a 
discussion, 
the 
subject. 
“ Moving 
Pictures” being comprehensively pre­ 
sented by the able Club President, 
Mrs. Julia H. Dahl, substituting for 
his sister, Mrs. Flora H. Tysor, now’ 
in Gallatin. Tenn. 
Mrs. Dahl sketched the 
progress 
of moving picture 
censorship, 
as 
largely the result of women’s effort 
and impressed its immense import 
anc© In giving to 
the 
public 
the 
right kind of pictures. 
The Board of Reviews was estab­ 
lished In New York in 1910 and the 
next step was taken in Chicago five 
years later. 
Four states now have 
state 
sensorship, 
Ohio, 
Kansas. 
Pennsylvania and Newr York. 
The 
Ohio Board was formed in 1915 and 
passes yearly on from 2.500 to 3.000 
pictures, cutting out those portions 
deemed undesirable. 
These Boards 
were established following investiga­ 
tion made by women, which proved 
the need o f , elimination. 
It was a most interesting presenta­ 
tion, followed by animated club dis­ 
cussion. 
Miss 
Edith Gardner's paper ans­ 
wered the question. 
“Is 
Woman s 
Suffrage a Real Need?” with forceful
